Goldsboro, N. C., Has New 
Church and Parsonage 
After months of work and sacrifice, 
the membership of the Church of God, 
led by a loyal pastor, is now enjoying 
the fruits of their labor. The exterior 
of their beautiful $35,000 church. has 
been completed, with an indebtedness 

of only $3,500 left against it. 

The church is the fulfillment of the 
dreams of the pastor, the Rev. C. H. 
Deans, who has served the congrega- 
tion for the past five years and has 
been a minister of the Church of God 
for the past thirty years. The new 
church ts sure evidence that the con- 
gregation has made progress since 
their beginning in Goldsboro in June, 
1936, when the first services were held 
in a gospel tent on the William Street 
School grounds. After the organization 
of the church, the congregation wor- 
shipped in a small store building for 
three years. In 1939, the congrega- 
tion built a small frame building on 
Clingman Street, in the Georgetown 
section of Goldsboro. Last year, under 
the leadership of the Rev. Deans, the 
congregation began the building of 
their new and modern church plant. 
It stands as a monument to their pas- 
tor and a group of members who would 
not be easily discouraged. 

Since Pastor Deans came to Golds- 
boro, the congregation has built a 
modern parsonage, within a block of 
the new church. This was also built 
under his personal supervision. 

While enjoying the beautiful new 
church, modern in every detail, the 
pastor and membership cannot forget 


the struggles they endured in the 
early days of the church, when’ their 
group was not received with the sa 
spirit of friendship that they have e 
joyed in recent years. By faithfully 
living their Christian ——, they 
have proved that the Church of God 
is not a group of fanatics, but a group 
of sincere people endeavoring to serve 
God according to the dictates of their 
own consciences. Today they are loved 
and respected by thousands in this 
section. .

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Editorial... 
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ADULTERY 


In Exodus 20:14 we have the seventh commandment, 
which reads as follows: “Thou shalt not commit adultery.” 
Certainly there is nothing vague nor uncertain about this 
statement. It is one of God’s irrevocable prohibitions 
governing humanity’s social conduct. The sin of adultery 
is so terrible that when a man, by anticipation or after 
marriage, breaks the marriage vow, or when a woman ac- 
quiesces in the crime thus perpetrated, it is murder aimed 
at the collective life of the family. Yet society, in its 
madness, often makes light of this commandment of 
God, despite the fact that it is well known to all who 
indulge in the crime, as well as those who witness the re- 
proach it brings, that it is one of the most disastrous of all 
sins. It destroys decent society. You remember the Lord 
Jesus showed His serious attitude toward the violation 
of this commandment by placing it, in Mark 10:19, before 
the sixth commandment; that is “Do not commit adultery, 
Do not kill,” which is to say that our chastity should be as 
dear to us as our lives, and we should be as much afraid 
hy that which defiles the body as of that which destroys 

e Adultery Defined 


As defined by our laws, adultery is of two kinds: double, 
when between two married persons; single, when one of 
the parties is married and the other is single. One phase 
of the criminality of adultery consists in its injustice. 1. It 
robs a man of his right by taking from him the affection 
of his wife. 2. It does him a wrong by fathering and oblig- 
ing him to maintain as his own a spurious offspring—a 
child which is not his. The act and everything leading to 
it is prohibited by this commandment, for our Lord says 
that even he who looks on a woman to lust after her has 
already committed adultery with her in his heart. And not 
only adultery [the unlawful commerce between two mar- 
ried persons] is forbidden, but also fornication and all 
kinds of mental and sensual uncleanness. That fornication 
was included under this command we may gather from 
St. Matthew 15:19, where Jesus expresses the sense of the 
different commandments by a word for each, and men- 
tions them in the order in which they stand, thus, evident- 
ly, showing that fornication was understood to be com- 
prehended under the command “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery.” As to the word adultery, it has probably been 
derived from the words “ad alterius torum”—to another’s 
bed, for it is going to the bed of another man that con- 
stitutes the act and the crime. 

Adultery Is a Crime 

Yes, adultery is a crime. It is not only akin to murder, 
but those who indulge in such social wickedness are often 
either involved in actually taking life or losing their lives 
as a result. In this connection I am thinking of the report 
in the Chattanooga Times of a terrible oy om 4 that took 
place in East Greenwich, Rhode Island, the last of August. 
Here is the report: 

“Police said that a young lodger told today how he killed 
once, waited and smoked, and then killed again, again and 
again, until he had destroyed a family of five. Then he 
burned the house. Among the dead was the young wife of 
the family who, the lodger said, had taken him as her 
lover and was going to have his child in a few weeks. ‘She 
didn’t fight much,’ the lodger was quoted as saying. The 
lodger is rangy-haired Edwin H. Reynolds, 27, who faced 
an arraignment on charges of murder and arson late 
today. Reynolds himself is the father of three children, but 
estranged from his own family. The victims: Fred J. 
Dusza, 39; his wife, Beatrice, 31; their three children, 
Beatrice, 11; Kathryn, 8; Gail, 3. Police Chief Charles R. 
Johnson quoted eA ee as saying he beat Dusza to 
death in a wild fight after an argument Monday night 
when Reynolds said Mrs. Dusza was going to have his 
baby. The Dusza family was found in the ruins of their 
burned home on the edge of town. Reynolds was actually 
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listed by police as the sixth victim of what appeared to 
be a fire tragedy. But only five bodies were found, and 
doctors said four of the victims had been strangled. Since 
the one male body found could not be positively identi- 
fied, a police alarm went out for either Dusza or ynolds. 
Late iast night police surprised Reynolds at the home of 
his estranged wife. Police said the Reynoldses separated 
last Christmas Day after being married eight years. John- 
son said Reynolds was ‘cool and not nervous’ as he 
detailed for him the slow-paced slaughter in the seven- 
room house, in a lonely farming section on the edge of 
town. The chief declined to make public a long statement 
which he said Reynolds signed. But Johnson quoted him 
as saying about Mrs. Dusza: ‘I’m going for a long rest, and 
if I can’t have her, nobody else can either.’ ” 


Adultery Embarrasses Posterity 


The above tragic report of such inhumane brutality, is 
just one of the thousands that fill the newspapers every 
year as a result of the violation of the seventh command- 
ment. The sin of adultery has a poisonous effect that 
spreads not merely far and wide, but on and on through 
future generations. It is possible for parties to keep this 
sin a secret, yet they cannot keep it inactive. This is clearly 
proved by the case of David and Bathsheba, for even 
though God spared David, the sword was over his house, 
and his first child by Bathsheba died as stroke number 
one; Tamar, his daughter, was violated by Amnon, his 
son, as stroke two; Absalom, his son, betrayed him as 
stroke three; and may we not also trace the result of their 
sin to Solomon, who went after strange women, which re- 
sulted in idolatry being tolerated in Israel. Therefore, it 
was and still is the one sin which spreads outward and 
onward. Although the rich, the aristocratic, the socially 
prominent, as well as many in the common rank and file 
of humanity, consider this sin lightly, and even ministers 
of the gospel at times are guilty of such wickedness, it 
must be remembered that the penalty for the violation 
of the seventh commandment is always severe. It is true 
that there is pardon and forgiveness for this social sin, yet 
it should be remembered that even though the blood of the 
Lord Jesus can and will wash the adulterer’s or the 
adulteress’ heart clean, the record cannot be blotted from 
the individual’s history so completely but what people read 
it with embarrassment and regret, even though they are 
sure the person has obtained forgiveness from God and 
man. 

May I sum up with these few reasons why a person 
should not allow the devil to influence him to commit 
adultery. First, it destroys the sanctity of the home. 
Second, it blights the honor and influence of the persons 
who are guilty. Third, it subjects their posterity to em- 
barrassment. Fourth, it leads to murder. Fifth, Paul says in 
Galatians 6:7, 8, “Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. For he 
that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting.” And last, the unforgiven adulterer or 
adulteress cannot enter the kingdom of heaven. Galatians 
5:19, 21, “Adultery, fornication, uncleanness . . . of the 
which I tell you before, as I have also told you in time past, 
Sa py A Mf an do such things shall not inherit the king-

Evangelicals (that is, Bible believ- 
ing) churches, missions, and other 
Christian institutions throughout the 
world have never been in so grave a 
danger of regimentation and perse- 
cution since the days of the apostles 
as now. Indeed, there has never been 
a single generation in church history 
in which so many have given their 
lives for their faith or are in im- 
mediate peril of martyrdom as the one 
in which we are now living. 

In the light of this fact it is a sin 
against God and His Church for any 
individual or group of individuals to 
believe or practice spiritual isolation- 
ism. For if there is any hope of reduc- 
ing or delaying the peril of regimenta- 
tion, loss of freedom to proclaim the 
gospel, and extinction in local or na- 
tional situations, it is by being drawn 
together in fellowship and united ac- 
tion to meet the inevitable onslaught 
of subversive forces. 

Two principal foes are competing 
for world dominion. They are in bit- 
ter combat against each other and 
both are equally mortal enemies of 
the Church. Whichever emerges vic- 
torious in the present phase of the 
world conflict will then be free to 
greatly intensify its attack against the 
gospel. We speak of Communism and 
the Roman hierarchy. 

A third great force is emerging 
which cannot be fully evaluated at 
the moment because of the mixture of 
ideologies, doctrines, and polities of 
which it is made up. This powerful 
religious combine is the World Council 
of Churches, established in Amster- 
dam in 1948. Most of the larger de- 
nominations of the world are included 
in its membership. It is in very close 
association with the International 
Missionary Council. It includes lead- 
ers and denominations which are un- 
doubtedly evangelical. But it includes, 
as well, leaders and denominations 
which have demonstrated in word and 
deed their rejection of the most basic 
doctrines of the Christian faith. 

Some of the leaders of the World 
Council, in positions of greatest prom- 
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inence in its councils, do not even 
believe the World Council’s statement 
that Jesus is God, but nevertheless are 
in good standing because of the pro- 
vision made by the Council that each 
church may interpret the statement 
to suit itself. 

The desirability of the unity of all 
believers in their Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ is unquestioned, The pos- 
sibility of attaining organic unity (or 
its resulting benefits) is highly de- 
batable. But when an attempt is made 
to join evangelicals and modernists 
in one ecclesiastical organization, the 
result can only be confusion and 
Spiritual defeat. 

Therefore, there are but two pos- 

sible courses for the World Council 
of Churches: (1) the elimination from 
its membership of bodies which do not 
stand unequivocally for the basic doc- 
trines and freedoms of the faith, or 
(2) the eventual loss by the Council 
of evangelical bodies which will not 
be content to remain in fellowship 
with those who have forsaken the 
essential doctrines of the faith. 
_ In view of the trends indicated dur- 
ing the short history of the World 
Council, the chances that it will even- 
tually become fully evangelical are 
infinitesimal. 

Two future courses for the World 
Council are within the range of strong 
possibility. The first is that there will 
eventually be a surrender to the Ro- 
man hierarchy. This is a consumma- 
tion to which a considerable number 
of World Council leaders look forward 
with keen anticipation. 

For its part, the Roman hierarchy 
expressed its views through several of 
its official publications. Corriera della 
Sara, in its issue of October 5, 1948, 
says, “Cardinal Spellman is said to 
have stated that we should not hurry 
to treat the Protestants on the ques- 
tion of unity, for in sixty years our 
separated brethren will be returning 
to Rome.” 

La Croiz, in its issue of September 
2, 1948, says, “Since all roads lead to 
Rome, why should that of Amsterdam

not put many Christians ‘on their 
way’? If they in humble prayer be- 
seech the light of Heaven, as Pius XI 
said long ago (and we can guess the 
ardor of the wishes of His Holiness 
Pius XII in this direction), beyond a 
doubt they will recognize the one true 
Church of Jesus Christ, and come at 
last to join themselves with us in the 
bonds of perfect love.” 

The second possibility is that the 
World Council will swing more frank- 
ly to a position of extreme radicalism 
in which it will follow the line ad- 
vised by the Harvard Report of some 
years ago. This would mean an aligy- 
ment of liberal Christianity with the 
other principal religions of the world, 
admitting that all have values which 
should be recognized and preserved. 
This course would probably be received 
by the religionists of the Orient as a 
satisfactory compromise under which 
a new world religion, not merely a 
world church, would function univer- 
sally. Even now this final phase in the 
drive for union is openly favored by 
the more daring spirits. 

All these considerations have 
brought about the international co- 
operative movement among evangeli- 
—_ which is gaining ground so rap- 
idly. 

At the last annual meeting of the 
National Association of Evangelicals, 
held in Indianapolis, last April, the 
Committee for International Coopera- 
tion which has functioned for the last 
four years was replaced by a Commis- 
sion on International Relations, com- 
posed of more than a score of Ameri- 
ca’s most outstanding church and 
missionary leaders. 


The strategy which has been adopt- 
ed is that first of all groups of evan- 
gelicals should be brought together 
in each country to form fellowships, 
or associations, which shall be entire- 
ly autonomous. 

In August, 1952, each national group 
will appoint delegates to an interna- 
tional convention to be held in Switz- 
erland, at which time a permanent 
international committee will be 
formed to deal with any matter of 
common concern. This committee will 
have only advisory powers except in 
matters where specific authority is 
delegated to them by their respective 
national bodies. 

This movement for spiritual unity, 
rather than organic union, coupled 
with a program of action in behalf of 
all evangelical groups, is not merely 
advisable but absolutely necessary if

We are living in 5950; that is, 4000 
years B. C. and 1950 A. D. There are 
50 years between us now and the 
close of 6000, or 2000 A. D. That puts 
us up to the date 18,000 days until 
the end of the 2,000 years and 150 
of those days are to be subtracted, 
for they have already passed, and 
that would leave 17,640 days. These 
days are the tribulation days, and 
Jesus said that except those days be 
shortened no flesh could be saved, 
but for the elect’s sake those days 
shall be shortened.

CHRISTIAN RISE IN JAPAN 
NOTED 


TOKYO—Gen. Douglas MacArthur, a mili- 
tary genius who remains convinced that 
war is futile either as an end or a means, 
stands today as a driving force behind a 





defeated Japan. 

His statisticians at supreme Allied head- 
uarters in Tokyo revealed figures showing 
his interest in transplantation and develop- 
ment of Christian ideals as a road to preven- 
tion of a third world war. 

Shintoism—in effect a worship of military 

deities—was abolished as the state religion 
of Japan soon after Emperor Hirohito’s sur- 
render. 
The influx of Christian missionaries, as 
well as new emphasis being given to Christian 
literature and distribution of Bibles, is ex- 
pected to result in accelerated growth of 
churches throughout Japan. 

Headquarters officials estimate that church 
membership for all Christian denominations 
in Japan now totals 370,000—identical with 
the prewar figure. The Ra Catholic 
Church, which reported membership of 
119,224 in 1940, notified headquarters that 
as of June 30, 1949, the listing had grown 
to 130,388 adherents. 

Protestantism, which reported approxi- 
mately 200,000 followers in 1940, now reports 
201,321 within its fold. 

Members of Gen. MacArthur’s staff are 
keeping a close tabulation of church records 
regarding marriages, births, and baptisms. 

In every Christian denomination, the in- 
crease is said to be noticeable and highly 
encouraging.

Again we were 
able to witness to them and to tell 
them that if they were going to live 
near the mission they would have to 
put: down all such and begin a new 
custom; one like Jesus taught us, and 
which we have come to teach. They 
listened and then said, “Yes, but this 
is not our custom. That is the custom 
of the white man, but the custom of 
the black man is different.” We then 
told them that we had not come to 
teach them a custom of the white 
man, but it is the custom of God in 
heaven, who sent His Son to die 
for them that they might have life 
and a home in heaven. We told them 
that it did not make any difference 
with God whether their skin was 
black or white, if they wanted to be- 
come a Christian and have a place 
in heaven they would have to la 
aside all of these customs of the dev 
and learn a new way which is th 
way of God. They must begin a new 
life; that it is not the custom of a 
white man, but it is the custom of 
God and His Son who died for who- 
soever will believe in the Word of God 
and in His Son. 

Already many of these who had 
gathered were painted in a very freak- 
ish manner and their hair was ar- 
ranged in a most hideous style as is 
their custom in a death, so that the 
devil will not be angry with them, 
the women covering their bodies with 
dust and the grandmother of the child 
running to and fro, hither and thith- 
er, with a garment in her hand, which 
was one that the child had on when 
it died. They are afraid of death and 
of the evil spirits. 

Brother Martins told them that this 
was a part of the mission, and that 
we would have none of this in the 
mission. He told the men who were 
digging the grave to follow him and 
he would show them a place where 
they could dig the grave. The wailing 
ceased, and the women sat down ) 
quietly near the corpse. Sister Martins i | 
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(with her two children) and I s (i: 
down to speak with them a littl i, 
Some of the men were already making V f 
a small box for the child, and when [ 
it was ready they came to put the ( 
child in the coffin (or small box). I 
The mother of the child wanted to 
put some other things in the coffin 
with the child, but one of the me» 
spoke up and said, “No, Sengor 
Martins has already said that nothing 
can be put in the coffin with the 
child, only the dress it has on and 
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one cloth.” At last someone came with 
word that Sengor Martins said the 
grave was ready and that he would not 
go home until this was finished. But 
the people wanted to wait. When I saw 
and heard them speak thus (knowing 
their heathen custom), I went to the 
place myself where Brother Martins 
and the men were digging the grave. 
It was already sundown and getting 
dark. When I arrived there, it was 
then that Brother Martins said, “I will 
go there and speak with them and re- 
turn here with the family and see that 
this is finished tonight.” It is their 
custom to keep the corpse there for 
several days and try out something 
with the witch doctor to see who be- 
witched the child that it died. When 
Brother Martins returned to the house 
where the family and many friends 
and relatives were and told them 
that we would have the funeral of 
the child yet tonight, they all very 
meekly submitted. Then it was in the 
moonlight that we followed behind the 
tiny little box which contained the 
remains of the child (the daughter 
of one of our finest converts up here 
in this section). 

We walked through the forest with 
only the light of the moon shining 
through the branches until we came 
to a little clearing. Then we gathered 
around the little grave and Brother 
Martins was able to give a message 
to them from the Word of God. They 
all listened quietly and eagerly. One 
man who is not really a Christian, but 
who seemed to understand the Portu- 
guese language better than the others, 
explained to the others. The people 
asked us to sing something. So there 
in the moonlight we sang the hymn 
“What a Friend We Have in Jesus.” 
Before singing, Brother Martins read 
the words of the song and had them 
interpreted so they would understand 
well what we were singing. They all 
stood spellbound, and my own heart 
felt lifted up to the Lord as I stood 
there in the open, that hour of the 
night, and saw that company of 
people gathered around listening so 
attentively. After prayer, we returned 
to their house with them to explain 
a little more clearly that they must 
not beat the batooka or dance and 
drink, as is their custom. When we 
started down the narrow path to re- 
turn to our house, a number of the 
natives went with us, for they knew 
that all of the people were not there 
who had been there earlier in the 
day. We had not gone very far until 
we could hear the sound of drunken 
people in the footpath ahead of us. 
I knew only too well what this meant. 
They had left in the afternoon and 
gone to drink until they were too 
drunk to stand up well, reeling from 

ne side to the other; but the Lord 
gave us the victory. They were de- 
termined to overrule the good will 
of the others, thinking that we would 
be gone. 

There was a bypath which we 
could have taken to our house and 
hus not meet them, but for the sake 
of those who wanted to lay aside 
these things, we took the other path 
and met the drunken men in the 
way. Brother Martins (being a man) 
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could speak frankly with them. They 
were all native men whom he knew 
and had spoken with at times. So when 
they saw him and heard his voice that 
hour of the night, they began to ask 
him to pardon them for doing so fool- 
ishly, adding that they were ashamed 
of themselves. He stood in the path 
so that they could not pass, and 
we were directly behind him. He told 
them he could not pardon their sins 
but only God could do that; they were 
only ashamed because he found them 
out, but that they must repent of their 
sins before God and forsake their 
ways, because God could see all. Many 
of them were so drunk they could not 
talk or stand erect. They wanted to 
pass, but he refused to let them pass, 
and commanded them every one to re- 
turn to their own house, and be quiet 
about it. 

It was only the power and presence 
of the Lord that helped us that night, 
for these people are not easily con- 
vinced. They very quietly, though 
drunk as they were, returned to their 
various places. But we know the tricks 
of them all, more or less, so after we 
had eaten our canoer (about 9 o’clock 
that night), Brother Martins returned 
to the house where the grandparents 
lived and where the child had died, 
for it was there that the people were 
gathered and where they wanted to 
drink, dance, etc. He remained there 
a while, speaking with them more 
clearly the way of the Lord and of 
salvation before returning to retire 
and catch a little rest and sleep be- 
fore the break of day when he would 
have to be busy in the school and 
may other duties of the mission. 

Doubtlessly, it will be hard for you 
there at home to understand how very 
difficult it is for them to understand 
clearly the Word of God and the way 
of a Christian life. They have lived 
in such darkness all of their lives, 
with not even one Christian to live be- 
fore them until we came. Also, since 
they cannot read and they understand 
so little of the Portuguese language 
as yet, and their own language is not 
a written language, therefore only the 
Spirit of God can quicken their un- 
derstanding and draw them to the 
Lord by His power. We are looking to 
God to turn them to Himself with all 
their hearts. I feel this was a great 
victory, knowing the manner in which 
they carry on when there is a death. 
We were able to pass the night in 
Silence, and that is one thing that 
had never be2n known among them 
at a time of death. The following 
night, which was last night, Brother 
Martins left word with them that they 
should come to the mission to hear the 
Word of God, and a number of them 
came. 

After the service, Brother Martins 
talked with the father of the young 
girl who was the mother of the child. 
He told them how that since this 
girl had a long time ago returned 
to her father’s house, and since then 
the young man had married, he must 
please take the girl home with him, for 
the young man had confessed Christ 
and was a Christian, therefore he can- 
not have two wives. Though such is 
the custom of the natives in heathen 


darkness, he must now learn the 
new and living way in which a Chris- 
tian must live for God. This morning 
we learned that the parents. of the 
girl went home early today, but left 
the young girl in the house of the 
parents of the young man. We see that 
this is not all settled yet, but we are 
praying earnestly that the Lord will 
overrule the attempts of the enemy 
against these young converts. 

I have written at length about this, 
but I trust that those who read this 
will feel the burden on their hearts 
for these and other young converts, 
to hold them up earnestly before the 
Lord, that the Lord will give us a 
mighty victory and many more souls 
for Him in this land. 

A number of the older boys or 
young men (natives) who are work- 
ing for the white traders and thus 
cannot come to school during the day, 
but want to learn to read and write, 
come out to the mission after their 
work is finished for the day, through 
the dark, and Brother Martins spends 
an hour and sometimes two, teaching 
them one by one to read. When it 
is not too late, he has a service after- 
wards with them, and thus they are 
learning to sing gospel songs and some 
of the Word. A number of these are 
showing a real interest, and some, we 
feel, are really saved; but since it 
is so little that they understand yet, 
we feel it best to wait until they un- 
derstand better before baptizing 
them in water. We pray and trust 
that the Lord will soon baptize them 
with the Holy Spirit. 

Sincere greetings to all who are 
praying and supporting this work.

“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you:

most part of the earth,” Acts 1:8.

The man asked Peter and John 
for alms, and Peter, being full of 
power, said to the man, “Silver and 
gold have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee: in the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk,” 
Acts 3:6. Power as Peter had is what 
we need today to accomplish things 
for God. 

The Holy Ghost moved the Church 
into action. As they came from the 
upper room people began to say all 
manner of things about them, because 
they were acting like drunk people. A 
large crowd gathered to see what was 
going on in Jerusalem. “Now when this 
was noised abroad, the multitude 
came together, and were confounded, 
because that every man heard them 
speak in his own language,” Acts 2:6. 
Holy-Ghost-filled people know that it 
was the power of God that brought all 
those people together on the day of 
Pentecost. We have the same Holy 
Ghost today that those people had, 
and if we will keep the power of God 
in the church, the crowd will keep 
coming around to see what is going 
on. The same thing will happen today 
that happened then. Sinners’ hearts 
will be touched and many will be add- 
ed to the church. 

Don’t think for a minute that the 
power won’t be recognized wherever 
you are. The people you work with 
will know it. When you are on your 
job you will be happy and will have 
a smile for everyone. No matter how 
hot or cold it gets or how many com- 
——— arise, you can still smile, 

ecause you have something in your 
heart that will keep you happy. If you 
work in a cotton mill or a factory and 
your looms or frames run bad, you 
won’t be complaining because the 
Holy Ghost will keep you calm. Before 
you can realize it the people who 
work around you will be influenced by 
your actions, and they will know that 
you have something that is genuine, 
and not iust something that people 
talk about. It is a wonderful thing to 
be a witness for Christ on your job.

Jesus 
signifies Jehovah is salvation. “...the 
works that I do in my Father’s name, 
they bear witness of me,” John ‘10:25. 

Heb. 10:4, “For it is not possible 
that the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins.” These were 
the annual sacrifices for sins under 
the days of the law; but Jesus came, 
and, “By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all,” Heb.

Brother Meeks, the missionary from 
the U. S. A., preached the last night 
of the convention and continued the 
services for the rest of the week. The 
spiritual tide rose higher and higher 
every day. Each night the church was 
packed to its capacity.

We certainly 
enjoyed having him and regret that he 
had to leave us. 
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Editor’s Note: So far as I know, 
Brother Meeks has not as yet united 
with the Church of God, but his asso- 
ciation with our ministers in the gos- 
pel work, as.well as his own commit- 
ment to me in my office, shows that he 
is considering uniting with us. He im- 
pressed me as being a very consecrated 
man of God. To better acquaint you 
with Brother Meeks, I am giving you 
his personal testimony as follows: 


FASTING AND PRAYING FOR THE 
GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT 


The Word says if we speak in an 
unknown tongue to pray that we 
might interpret. If any man lack wis- 
dom, let him ask of the Lord. 

Salvation is a gift, but do we have 

to pray for it? 
_ Before I entered into full-time min- 
istry, while attending a big healing 
campaign, I was impressed to fast and 
pray that the Lord would give me 
faith. This I did. I lost from two hun- 
dred and ten pounds to around one 
hundred and eighty pounds in a very 
short time. 

I knew that to ask for patience was 
to ask for trials and tribulation; but 
to ask for faith, I thought that it 
would increase from day to day. 

Did you ever feel that the Lord had 
forsaken you, and your prayers seemed 
to have fallen to the ground? and 
along with it all to have the devil tell 
you that you had committed an un- 
unpardonable sin? This is what hap- 
pened to me. 

In the days that followed I had 
the most hideous dreams and was 
really left to walk by faith. I re- 
ceived no blessings, no anointings, 
not for just a day or two, or a week, 
but for many days this condition exist- 
ed. In the depth of it all I told the 
Lord there was nothing in the world 
for me. If I could not live a Christian 
life, I did not desire to live. 

I was impressed to trust the Lord 
for deliverance by faith, without any 
anointing or blessing. This was what 
brought back the joy of my salvation. 

Then I started praying for the sick, 
and the Lord began to heal people on 
every hand. Blind eyes were opened; 
deaf ears were unstopped; and several 
cases of cancer were healed. 

The Lord spoke to me to go into 
full-time work for Him. A number of 
things flashed through my mind. My 
excuses were that I had no Bible 
School training, and that I had no 
place to preach; but back of it all was 
the fact that I didn’t want to give up 
my job. 

I had flown to Chicago, and on the 
return trip I stopped at St. Louis, Mo., 
to spend the night with a friend. In a 
vision I saw the stump of a tree. 
The Lord said to me, “That’s you if you 
don’t serve me.” The next morning 
I went to Sunday School. The teacher 
said she wrestled all night with the 
thought that someone was selling his 
or her soul for a mess of pottage. 


Time and time again she repeated 
this thought. She didn’t know who i 
was for as it had no connection wifi 
the lesson, but I knew who it was for. 
During the worship service that day, 
I promised the Lord I would do any- 
thing He wanted me to do. 

After quitting my job I had no place 
to preach, but I continued praying for 
the sick from house to house. The 
Lord healed many. I had no money in 
the bank, and no income. The result, 
was that we ran out of groceries. Thi 
drove me to my knees in prayer. Aft 
spending several hours at the church 
in prayer, I went home. The doorbell 
rang, and a man at the door asked 
if that was Meeks’ residence. Inquir- 
ingly, I said, “Yes.” He said that some- 
one had come into the store, bought 
some groceries, and had them sent to 
my address. I asked him who it was, 
but he said he did not know as he 
had left no name. 

Two weeks passed and again we ran 
low on groceries. After spending most 
of the day in prayer, asking the Lord 
to supply my needs, the same car 
rolled up in front of the house with 
another carload of groceries. 

What is really amazing about the 
whole thing is that every grocery item 
was exactly what we needed. In fact, 
if we had purchased the groceries our- 
selves, we would have bought the same 
things. My wife is fond of hamburgers, 
and there were two pounds of ground 
beef in the groceries. All the delicacies 
our family likes were included. 


In the next two or three weeks t

whom I had prayed for, to give 
canned goods. 

One day my wife remarked that we 
didn’t have any meat. I said to her, 
“Let us ask the Lord to send some in.” 
In my first revival at Lindsay, Okla., a 
man, Sherm Hawkins, gave me half 
of a calf and half of a hog.

@ Ihe False Teachings of “Jehovah’s Witnesses”

THE FATHER OF RUSSELLISM 


In 1879, Charles Taze Russell pub- 
ished the first issue of the Watch- 
er, a magazine in which he ad- 
anced the amazing theory that the 
Lord Jesus Christ had returned to 
earth secretly five years before, and 
would fully establish His kingdom in 
the year 1914. His ideas were borrowed 
from William Miller, who, in 1844, 
proclaimed the imminent return of 
Christ, and led a company of misguid- 
ed men and women into excesses that 
brought discredit upon his movement, 
which disintegrated when Miller’s 
prophecy failed of fulfillment. Russell 
worked over the data employed by 
Miller, and developed a system of 
teaching that attracted a number of 
adherents, but made little real prog- 
ress until three years after his death, 
when “Judge” Rutherford, a lawyer, 
further elaborated Russell’s ideas, and 
publicized the slogan, “Millions now 
living will never die.” 

Under Rutherford’s administration 
the Watchtower movement made rapid 
strides, and in 1931, at a conference 
held in Columbus, Ohio, officially 

opted the title of “Jehovah’s Wit- 

sses.” Mainly by use of the printing 

ess, the teachings of the sect were 
propagated throughout the world—a 
fact that bears testimony to the ini- 
tiative and enthusiasm of its followers. 
In fact, however strongly we may con- 
demn the distortions of Scripture 
truth for which the Witnesses are 
responsible, we must acknowledge that 
they set an example to Bible-believing 
Christians by their zealous dissemina- 
tion of their doctrines. 

“Judge” Rutherford now has a suc- 
cessor in Mr. Nathan H. Knorr, who 
is less prominent in the movement 
than his predecessor, but under whose 
direction the output of literature con- 
tinues. Recent publications bearing 
the Watchtower imprint are: “The 
Truth Shall Make You Free,” “The 
Kingdom Is at Hand,” and “Let God 
Be True.” To a considerable extent 
these books duplicate one another, 
even as they perpetuate the contents 
of earlier volumes from the same 
source, with such titles as “The Harp 
of God,” “Deliverance,” “Reconcilia- 
tion,” “Life,” and others. 


SCATTERING THE SEEDS OF 
ERROR 







eaders of the more recent litera- 
re issued by Jehovah’s Witnesses will 
notice at once a strong opposition to 
and denunciation of the Church of 
Rome. This is particularly noticeable 
in “Let God Be True,” which was first 
printed in 1946, in an edition that is 
Bee to run to 5,500,000 copies. A 
superficial reading of the book might 
suggest that here is a strong Protes- 
tant counterblast to the arrogant 
claims of the Papacy, and many peo- 
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ple have been deceived in this way. 
Yet this is far from being the truth. 
Jehovah’s Witnesses are anti-Roman, 
but they have no place in historic 
Protestantism; indeed, their venomous 
attacks are no less directed against 
the Protestant denominations than 
they are against the Roman Church. 

By fantastic interpretations of the 
Word of God, as offensive as they are 
ridiculous, Jehovah’s Witnesses seek 
to discredit men who as preachers and 
pastors are dedicated to the cause of 
the gospel. What but a perverted mind 
could find, for example, an allusion 
to “the clergy of Christendom” in our 
Lord’s parable of Dives and Lazarus? 
Yet this is what we read in “Let God 
Be True” (p. 79); “The rich man rep- 
resents the ultraselfish class of the 
clergy of ‘Christendom,’ who are now 
alienated from God and dead to His 
favor and tormented by the truth 
proclaimed.” 

As might be expected, this deep ani- 
mosity toward historic Christianity is 
linked with exclusive claims for Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses themselves as the sole 
vehicle of divine truth to this present 
age. Here is their modest statement: 
“Although Jehovah God has had His 
witnesses on earth for about sixty cen- 
turies, only in modern times did they 
draw together for organized world- 
wide work. In 1872 (A.D.), in America, 
at Allegheny near Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, Charles Taze Russell began a 
Bible class....Within a few years 
thereafter similar groups of students 
were organized throughout the United 
States. In due time such Bible-study 
classes were established in other coun- 
tries. By following the course of study 
outlined by the headquarters in the 
United States those class2s were uni- 
fied and the students became of one 
mind, throughout the world, on what 
Almighty God through His Word 
teaches” (“Let God Be True,” p.211). 

Comment is unnecessary. Such en- 
mity against the Church of Christ and 
its ministers, such spiritual pride and 
exclusiveness, such misrepresentation 
and false assumption stand self- 
condemned. Jehovah’s Witnesses are 
foes of the faith. Their self-proclaimed 
task is to undermine the authority 
and testimony of the churches. Let 
those who love the Lord and His truth 
stand their guard! ° 


THEIR REJECTION OF THE 
TRINITY 


The whole fabric of Christian belief 
rests upon our conception of the per- 
son of Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Therefore it is inevitable that, in 
their refusal to acknowledge Christ 
as “the Lord of glory,” the Witnesses 
should discard the doctrine of the 
Trinity, of which they declare Satan 
to be the originator (“Let God Be 
True,” p 82), The blasphemous crudity 
of language used to show their con- 
tempt for this doctrine is distressing 
to Christian minds. “One of the most 
mysterious things,” they declare, “is 


the question of who ran the universe 
during the three days that Jesus was 
dead and in the grave; or, for that 
matter, during his thirty-three and 
one-half years while made ‘a little 
lower than the angels.’ If Jesus was 
God, then during Jesus’ death God 
was dead and in the grave. What a 
wonderful opportunity for Satan to 
take complete control!” (“Let God Be 
True,” p. 91.) 

Again and again our blessed Lord is 
referred to as “a mere man,” or “no 
more than a perfect man” (“The 
Kingdom Is at Hand,” p. 49); or “a 
perfect man (who) stood in a position 
similar to that once occupied by the 
perfect man Adam” (“Let God Be 
True,” p. 101). On page 86 of the 
last-mentioned volume, “the claim 
that God almighty was manifested 
in the flesh” is attributed to “the 
clergy,” and is forthwith repudiated, 
on the ground that scholars are not 
agreed upon the correct translation 
of 1 Timothy 3:16—‘‘He who was man- 
ifested in the flesh, justified in the 
spirit, seen of angels....” (R.V.). The 
contention is true, but the conclusion 
is false. Yet having decided that Jesus 
is not God, the Witnésses have no 
course but to deny or explain away 
the numerous passages of Scripture 
which maintain the opposite. Let 
them say what they wiil, our faith 
shall rest upon such unshaken and 
unshakeable statements as “I and my 
Father are one” (John 10:30). 

What, then, do Jehovah’s Witnesses 
teach concerning Jesus Christ? That 
in His “prehuman past” He was “a 
spirit person,” “a mighty one... but 
not the Almighty God.” That He was 
born “a mere man,” but at His baptism 
“God begot Jesus to be his spiritual 
Son once more instead of a human 
Son.” Quoting at length from “Let 
God Be True,” p. 41: “By having his 
perfect, sinless life transferred from 
heaven to a Jewish virgin, Jesus was 
born as a perfect human, and grew 
up to be a perfect man, absolutely 
sinless, holy, harmless, undefiled. 
Hence, when he presented himself in 
full dedication to God’s will, Jehovah 
God accepted hi for sacrifice as 
humankind’s Redeemer. Because Jesus 
was thereby bound to lay aside his 
humanity for ever as a sacrifice, God 
begot him by his spirit to become 
again a spirit Son of God.” 

It is surely impossible to imagine a 
graver distortion of the truth con- 
cerning Him who at His birth was an- 
nounced as “Emmanuel...God with 
us” (Matt. 1:23), and whom the Apos- 
tle Paul acclaimed “as concerning the 
flesh Christ came, who is over all, 
God blessed for ever” (Rom. 9:5). 

We cannot hope to expose all the 
unscriptural ideas that find expres- 
sion in Watchtower publications, but 
in this final inquiry will confine our- 
selves to their distortion of that mes- 
sage which Paul calls “the glorious 
gospel of the blessed God,” concerning 
which he also says in writing to the 
Galatians: “There be some that trou- 
ble you, and would pervert the gospel 
of Christ. But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gospel

unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” 

In common with other heretical 
groups, the Witnesses deny the im- 
mortality of the soul, attributing this 
Bible doctrine to the devil. “This doc- 
trine,” we are informed on page 66 
of “Let God Be True,” “is the main 

sae one that the devil has used down 
through the ages to deceive the people 
and hold them in bondage to religion.” 
Pursuing their contention to a blas- 
phemous limit, the Witnesses affirm 
that “even the man Christ Jesus was 
mortal. He did not have an immortal 
soul; Jesus, the human soul, died” 
(p. 63). Two pages farther on we are 
told: “The Scriptures definitely show 
that immortality belonged to Jehovah 
God alone. Later Christ Jesus received 
immortality as a reward for his faith- 
ful course of action, and it is also 
given, as a reward, to those who are 
of the true church or ‘body of Christ.’ 
Immortality is a reward for faithful- 
ness; it does not come automatically 
to persons at birth.” 

Every book sold by Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses makes this abundantly clear— 
that heaven is to be a very exclusive 
place. Bible scholars have debated for 
centuries the identity of the “hundred 
forty and four thousand” who are seen 
with the Lamb on Mount Sion, “having 

) his Father’s name written in their 





foreheads” (Rev. 14:1). Members of 
different schools of prophetic thought 
have suggested a variety of interpre- 
tations, and some have been dogmatic 
in their assertions. But none has said 
concerning this obscure passage, “This 
describes me, and nobody but me’”— 
none, that is, until Jehovah’s Witness- 
es came upon the scene, and they cast 
all reticence to the winds. They are 
the 144,000, and to them alone is to 
be granted access to the Father’s 
House. “The final number of the 
heavenly church will be 144,000, ac- 
cording to God’s decree...and in 
heaven it is made the capital part or 
ruling body of Jehovah God’s universal 
organization. It is referred to in the 
Bible also as ‘the body of Christ’ and 
the ‘bride’ of the Lamb Jesus Christ. 
All other creatures receiving life at 
God’s hand through the Kingdom ar- 
rangement will not be a part of the 
‘church,’ but will live upon this earth 
under the rulership of Christ Jesus 
and his church in the heavens” (“Let 
God Be True,” p. 113). 

To mankind, therefore, according to 
this perverted gospel, eternity affords 
two prospects—either to be among the 
144,000 who will enter heaven, or to 
live forever on this earth in company 
with Abraham and the patriarchs. 

Where in this monstrous scheme 
can we find a place for the blood of 
Christ? We are exhorted to believe 
in Him and to be His followers. But 
such belief cannot save us. “They are 

ot ‘saved’ to life eternal as soon as 


Christ, but only after proving faithful 


to death” (“The Truth Shall Make 
You Free,” p. 177), “All who by reason 
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they believe and start following Jesus” 


of faith in Jehovah God and in Christ 
Jesus consecrate themselves to do 
God’s will, and then faithfully carry 
out their consecration, will be reward- 
ed with everlasting life” (“Let God 
Be True,” p. 297). “It is solely by 
taking the course that the King of 
kings took and sharing in his suffer- 
ing and his manner of death that 
those called to the heavenly kingdom 
have any hope to have a part in his 
resurrection” (“The Kingdom Is at 
Hand,” p. 300). 

So, in all their publications, the 
Witnesses proclaim salvation by works, 
regardless of the plain teaching of 
Scripture, summed up in the glorious 
words of the Apostle Paul: “By the 
deeds of the law there shall no flesh 
be justified in his sight: for by the 
law is the knowledge of sin. But now 
the righteousness of God without the 
law is manifested, being witnessed by 
the law and the prophets; even the 
righteousness of God which is by faith 
of Jesus Christ unto all and upon all 
them that believe: for there is no 
difference: for all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God; being 
justified freely by his grace through 
the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus....

unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” 

In common with other heretical 
groups, the Witnesses deny the im- 
mortality of the soul, attributing this 
Bible doctrine to the devil. “This doc- 
trine,’” we are informed on page 66 
of “Let God Be True,” “is the main 
one that the devil has used down 
through the ages to deceive the people 
and hold them in bondage to religion.” 
Pursuing their contention to a blas- 
phemous limit, the Witnesses affirm 
that “even the man Christ Jesus was 
mortal. He did not have an immortal 
soul; Jesus, the human soul, died” 
(p. 63). Two pages farther on we are 
told: “The Scriptures definitely show 
that immortality belonged to Jehovah 
God alone. Later Christ Jesus received 
immortality as a reward for his faith- 
ful course of action, and it is also 
given, as a reward, to those who are 
of the true church or ‘body of Christ.’ 
Immortality is a reward for faithful- 
ness; it does not come automatically 
to persons at birth.” 

Every book sold by Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses makes this abundantly clear— 
that heaven is to be a very exclusive 
place. Bible scholars have debated for 
centuries the identity of the “hundred 
forty and four thousand” who are seen 
with the Lamb on Mount Sion, “having 
his Father’s name written in their 
foreheads” (Rev. 14:1). Members of 
different schools of prophetic thought 
have suggested a variety of interpre- 
tations, and some have been dogmatic 
in their assertions. But none has said 
concerning this obscure passage, “This 
describes me, and nobody but me’— 
none, that is, until Jehovah’s Witness- 
es came upon the scene, and they cast 
all reticence to the winds. They are 
the 144,000, and to them alone is to 
be granted access to the Father’s 
House. “The final number of the 
heavenly church will be 144,000, ac- 
cording to God’s decree...and in 
heaven it is made the capital part or 
ruling body of Jehovah God’s universal 
organization. It is referred to in the 
Bible also as ‘the body of Christ’ and 
the ‘bride’ of the Lamb Jesus Christ. 
All other creatures receiving life at 
God’s hand through the Kingdom ar- 
rangement will not be a part of the 
‘church,’ but will live upon this earth 
under the rulership of Christ Jesus 
and his church in the heavens” (“Let 
God Be True,” p. 113). 

To mankind, therefore, according to 
this perverted gospel, eternity affords 
two prospects—either to be among the 
144,000 who will enter heaven, or to 
live forever on this earth in company 
with Abraham and the patriarchs. 

Where in this monstrous scheme 
can we find a place for the blood of 
Christ?
